These were subsequently sop 
ied by other printers until their use 
became universal.

The pres- 
ent system of punctuation was intro- 
duced in the latter part of the fif- 
teenth century by Aldus Manutius, a 
Venetian printer, who was responsible }, 
for our full stop colon, semicolon, 
comma, marks of interrogation and ex- 
clamation, parenthesis. and dash, 
hyphen, apostrop'ie and quotation 
marks. These were subsequently zop 
fed by other printers until their use 
became universal. Most ancient lang- 
uages were innocen: of any system of 
punctuation

A New Comer’s 
Impression 
“of Empress 


‘Trae, the Springs are rather late, 
And early falls predominate,

“There stands the great Em- 
press!” So said my travelling 
campanion as we sighted an 
imposing group ot houses. The 
word great did not sound out 
of place; no person can travel 
far in Alberta or Saskatchewan 
without hearing of Empress; 
and even in aland where im- 
agination is breathless in its 
attempt to keep pace with fact, 
this newly-born town is a prod- 
igy. Saat 

The geographical position of 
Empress Would suggest a prai- 
rie town, but to see the actual 
reality is to look ona “city set 
jon a hill,” with its banks and 
braes and full flowing river. 

By the time the arduous, pa- 
‘tient reader is perusing these 
lines, I shall have been a two 
| weeks’ settler in Empress, «nd 
|have just left a finished plate 
}of buck-wheat cakes to pen 
| that medly of wonderings and 
conjectures which we term 
“first impressions.” (There is 
nothing like buckwheat cakes 
|for jerking the mental fabrics 
|around with a wild rapidity.) 
| The Cunadian Pacific Rail- 
way hadinot anticipated my 
travelling so early in this di- 
rection and hence had not put 
forth the necessary extra ettort 
to complete the road construc- 
tion. I therefore approached 
Empress from the C.N.R. town 
Alsask. The distance between 
these two towns is about 32 
miles. I did not take the meas- 
urement myself—but was so| 
informed, The intermediate | 
country is comfortably settled. | 
I made this observation, be-| 
cause, in order to know the se- 
curity and prospects of a town, 
we must know the nature of 
its farming community.

It is remarkable how small 
this world is after all. I had! 
scarcely reached Empress when 
J encountered an old college 
chum of imine; the meeting 
brougnt a blush of shame to 
my cheeks. I remembered how 
that once, in college, wearied 
with trying to get the square 
voot of a barrel of pork, I put 
my head out of the three story 
window and commenced gnaw- 
ing at a full-sized watermelon; 
glancing below, I saw this 
chum talking to one of the 
fairer sex. The temptation ot 
seeing a head so nice and “con- 
venient” was too much, 1 
dropped the melon on his head. 
I was the loser, The affair cost 
me the friendship of one of my 
best comrades; the last words 
I heard from him were that he 
would wander over the pit of 
my stomach, and plant a blue 
forget-me-not under my eye. 
However, meeting here as we 
did, in a fair land, and nought 
but the mosquito is vile, we 
forgot the past and gripped 
each others hand. 

Empress has for its immedi- 
ete surrounding, a rolling coun- 
try. When the opaline glory 
of the western sunset tints the 
evening sky with its magnifi- 
cent splendor, King Sol shoots 
over our heads his arrows of 
gold-dust from behind a_ ridge 
It is hills 
“to the right of them,” hills “to 
the left of them,” hills on every 
hand, On the north there ex-| 
tends a row of earthern domes, 
linked together in one long 
chain — a peculiar formation. 
The geologist would here find 
study interesting, even if to 
discover he could find out noth- 
ing about it. Behind these 
domes, as if for a modest set- 
ting an elongated elevation lifts | 
itself to the sky, where at mid- 
day, a faint horizon trembles 
in the suns heat, until it blends | 
deliciously with the soft gray| 
atmosphere. | 

To the East in the far distant | 
past, was once performed a 
mighty ceremony; for it was 
here that were wedded the two 
great rivers, the Red Deer and 
the South Saskatchewan. What 
festivities were then held we 
do not know. Maybe the 
meadow-lark was there, donned 
in his waist-coat of yellow and 
gray, and the blackbird with 
his dagger of gold; and the wild 
sunflower to set harmony to} 
the musie—we cannot tell; but! 
here the two rivers were wed- | 
ded, and from their union was} 
born a broad valley. In this 


valley now shoot up the poplar} 
tree and the cottonwood, to re- | 
fresh the eye, embroider the} 
newly-born town, and give} 
roost for the tired mosquito. | 
(It is still discussed whether 
the mosquito is ever tired; it is| 
only the slow and clumsy that | 
are killed; the fittest survive, | 
so that each generation in mos- | 
quito-ology bitterly points to a 
more spry and less-tired race 
of the species). 

Of Empress, great expecta-| 
tions are afloat. Its inhabi- 
tants are optimistic and confi- 
dent. The town is practically 
only seven months old and rec-| 
ords 2 census of 700 people; and | 
this is as yet without railway | 
communication, Few Alberta 
towns have experienced such 
development under equal dis- 
advantages. Many indeed, with 
the aid of modern tacilities | 
have expended themselves on| 
reaching a population of three} 
or four hundred, At this point, 
after shedding printers’ ink in 
advertisement, tearing up the 
ground, and whooping with an 
exceeding great whoop, they 
have settled down to live out | 
the rest of their days in peace. | 

But Empress is not near sett- 
ling down yet, She is now pre- | 
paring to step into long dresses, 

The telegraph poles have al-| 
ready reached us.

DEEP SEA FISHERIES 


Dominion Government Investigates 
Fisheries In Far North 
Waters 
Some ttme ago it was announced 
that the government, now that trans- 
Portation facilities to Hudson Bay are 
in sight, would investigate the fish- 
eries of that region to determine their 
commercial value. For this purpose 
arrangements have been made to seud 
out at once three parties under ex- 
perienced and competent men. Two 
of these parties will go overland 
from Cochrane. One of the overland 
parties will investigate the fishe.ies 
of the rivers and shores on the west 
side of James Bay and Hudson Bay 
and the other will carry out the same 

work on the east side. 

To investigate the deep sea fisher- 
ies the schooner Burley with the third 
party will leave for Hudson Bay as 
soon as mavigation.in the straits is 
open. The party for the'east side 
work will be in charge of J. E. Mel- 
ville of Edmonton, a member of the 
fisheries board; that for the west side 
will be under A. R. M. Lower, a grad- 
uate of Toronto university and who 
has had considerable experience in 
the north country, while the deep sea 
fishery investigation will be conduct-

Provinces’ is Yét Under Cultivation, 
According to: Figures Given by Cen- 
sus Branch Department. 

The potential agricultural resources 

of Canada are indicated by the fact 
that not more than 2.6 per cent. of the 
total land area of the nine provinces 
is now under cultivation. Thig is one 
of the interesting statements in a bull- 
etin issued by the Census branch of 
the department of trade and com- 
merce. 

The total land area of the nine pro- 
vinces is placed at 1,401,316,413 acres. 
The area of farm land occupied in 
1911 according to census figures is 109,- 
777,085 acres. 

It is estimated that within the boun- 
daries of the nine provinces, as at 
present constituted, there is a total 
cultivable area of 440,951,000 acres. 
This, it will be noted, is only 31 per 
cent. of the total land area and takes 
no account of forest and swamp lands 
which may ultimately be tilled, nor of 
northern areas, of which the agricul- 
tural possibilities are at present un- 
known, because unexplored and -un- 
surveyed. 

The total area under cultivation is 
given as thirty-six million acres. Of 
this, field crops represent 35,375,000 
acres and fruit and vegetable crops 
625,000 acres. Only about thirty- 
three per cent. of the area now occu- 
pied as farm land is at present under 
cultivation, while, as noted above, ouly 
2.6 per cent. of the total land area is 
occupied for agricultural purposes.,. 

In Prince Edward Island 86.01 per 
cent. of the total land area is occupied 
as farm land, while ninety per cent. 
is estimated as being possible for cul- 
tivation. In Nova Scotia 38.83 per 
cent. is occupied as farm land with 60 
Per cent. of the total land area pos- 
sible of cultivation. In New Bruns- 
wick 25.36 per cent. of the land area 
is occupied with 60 per cent. cultiv- 
able. In Quebec 3.52 per cent. is oc- 
cupied with 10 per cent. cultivable. In 
Ontario 9.37 per cent. is occupied with 
25 per cent. cultivable. Manitoba 8.33 
and 50; Saskatchewan 18.39 agaiust 60 
per cent.; Alberta 10.96 per cent.

The First Personal Acgount e

er With the Relief Ship on the 


Shores of the Antarctic Sea. 

The first persone: account to reach 
this country of the voyage of Dr. 
Mawson’'s ship Aurora, which relieved 
the Australian explorer and his party 
on the conclusion of their two year’s 
work in the Antarctic, has been made 
public by Percival Gray, navigating 
officer of the Aurora, who’ reached 
England recently. 

The Aurora left Hobart on Decem- 
ber 19, calling on the way at Macquar- 
ie Island to embark the wireless party 
at that lonely halfway house to the 
Antarctic and to land reliefs. There 
was a considerable amount of drift 
and pack ice, but the vessel pushing 
her way through heavy drift ice, even- 
tually arrived at Mawson’s main base. 

“Early in the morning of that day,” 
said Mr. Gray, “'!n clear and calm 
weather, we anchored in Common- 
wealth Bay to relieve those whom 
last year we had to leave behind in 
the Antarctic under the dramatic cir- 
cumstances which are already known. 
Shortly after our arrival we launched 
the whale boat in charge of Captain 
Davis, commander of the Aurora, aad 
landed, rejoic!ng to find thdt the sev- 
en members of Dr. Mawson’s expedi- 
tion were alive and well. Personally, 
I had not seen Dr. Mawson since two 
years previously, and was surprised 
to find him so fine after the exper- 
jence he had undergene.

Soon after our arrival all the party 
were taken aboard the Aurora and re- 
ceived a never-to-be-forgotten welcome 
from the crew of our ship. 

“We at once commenced prepara- 
tions for embarking the stores, speci- 
mens, etc., from the base, a work 
which had to be suspendec at-inter 
vals owing to the Antarctic blizzards 
which sprang up. Eventually after 
eleven days’ work, our labors were 
ccmpleted, and the hut only was left. 
Pefore leaving, this building was care- 
fully clused, and a message was nail- 
ed on ihe table that Mawson’s people 
had been there.”

A novice 
can quite safely contro] it in the air 
but still the greatest problem of all 
remains to be solved—that of safe 
landing. I have flown hundreds of 
miles, and know that this is the one 
thing that is checking the advance of 
flying.” 


Individual Fair Play 

In a herd of 12 datry cows the aver- 
age yield last year was 3,780 pounds 
of milk and 144 pounds of fat. The 10 
best cows in the district averaged 6,- 
293 pounds of mi’l and 221 pounds of 
fat.

There has been issued by the de- 
partment of agrfculture at Ottawa a 
remarkably well executed folder, 
Farmers’ Circular No. 4, entitled ‘Po- 
tato Diseases Trausmitted by the Use 
of Unsound Tubers,” showing in nat- 
ural colors representations of spcci- 
mens of diseased potatoes. Diseases 
and other blemishes represented are 
potato canker, powdery scab, hollow 
potato, internal brown streak, little po- 
tato disease, ,dry rot, wet rot, cam- 
mon potato scab, and stem-erd rot 
Special reference is made to potato 
canker and powdery scab, the latter of 
which occurs already in Canada, and 
should be carefully avoided. The folder 
points out that, under the destructive 
insect and pest act of Canada, any per- 
son is liable to prosecution. Potato 
growers who suspect the presence of 
either of the latter diseases are re 
quested to send specimens to the To 
minion Botanist, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa.
